TEACHING AND TEXT-BOOKS. 

It is a fact on which the community in general 
'may well be congratulated that the immense in¬ 
crease of the school-book business in this country 
has been attended by a corresponding progress in 
the quality of our educational literature. This is 
but a symptom and part of our general progress in 
education. There has come to the American pub¬ 
lic, as well as to civilized nations in general, an ever¬ 
growing and deepening sense of the untellable im¬ 
portance of making right and best use of the early 
years of life, and from this in turn has arisen a new 
feeling of the infinite responsibility and high digni¬ 
ty of the teacher’s profession, a diligent search for 
new and better, because more natural and philo¬ 
sophical methods of teaching, and an improvement 
of text-books such as that the greatest scientists 
and ripest scholars of the age find a most important 
part of their life-work in providing of their best for 
youngest learners: Tyndall, Huxley, Guizot,— 
such men as these feel that it is by no means 
beneath them to devote earnest work to the making 
of adequate text-books for our schools. 

Of course it is not always the greatest names 
that assure us of best work in this special direction, 
but we mention these as striking evidence of the 
growing importance with which scholars credit 
text-books. It should be the aim of every con¬ 
scientious teacher to reject any accidents of great 
names, or fine bindings, or offers of heavy personal 
discounts, and to consider text-books solely as to 
their fitness for producing effective results on the 
mind of the child. The publishers, happily, are

working together with them, toward this end, in 
the Board of Trade, by stamping their disapproval 
upon the old, demoralizing devices for “ introducing** 
books. And teachers, also, on the other side, 
should do their part to break down all disreputable 
features of the trade. Such cannot but result, 
sooner or later, in the harm of all concerned. 

Many things are to be taken into consideration 
in the first choice, or in the changing of text-books. 
We have, after all, discovered some “royal roads 
to learning,” in making education attractive to the 
child by means of text-books which interest as 
well as instruct. But this feature, while of im¬ 
portance, should not be first regarded. The direct 
educating power of a book is the prime considera¬ 
tion,—whether it is sufficiently complete, accurate, 
fresh, well-arranged and “ teachable.” After this 
comes the desirable feature that is should be 
entertaining, so that the child may be involuntarily 
held to its work. And then should follow con¬ 
sideration of external appearance, so that, if may 
be, the child’s eye may be educated by attractive 
and truly drawn pictures, clear and tastefully com¬ 
bined type, and simple and fitting binding. All 
these and more questions, which readily suggest 
themselves to the teacher, should be put to one’s 
self and answered when making choice. 

For upon the proper choice of text-books de¬ 
pends much of the success of education. A good 
teacher, who knows how to arouse children by the 
enthusiasm of love, is first of all. _ But the text¬ 
books are next, and parents especially are apt to 
judge schools from the books they use. Teachers, 
therefore, should impress upon themselves very 
thoroughly the great importance of this feature of 
their work.

By Alexander Bain, LL.D., 
Professor in the University of Aberdeen (author of “ The Emotions and the Will,”

expression and reasoning are both governed by the same laws, and that, therefore, Gra?n- 
mar should be studied in connection with Logic. The book offers materials for such a 
course of study.

° Grammar is a science, or nothing. It has the outward form of a science, and its difficulties spring out of its scientific 
character. There are Definitions to be framed, Principles to be stated, Rules to be prescribed; all -which operations, if 
entered upon at all, should be carried out in a scientific spirit. A loose way of proceeding in this respect fails to answer the 
ends of Grammar, and fails still more as a mental discipline. 

‘ The chief peculiarity in the plan of the present work lies in anticipating the unavoidable difficulties of the subject by 
a previous handling ofeertain elementary notions (belonging to all science), without which no one can hope to understand the 
scope or method of Grammar. This preparatory portion explains, by the help of familiar instances, first, the meanings of 
Individual, General, Abstract, Class, Genus, Species, Co-ordinate, Subordinate, and Definition; secondly, the constituents 
of a Preposition, and the kinds of Prepositions; and lastly, the Sentence, from which are evolved the Parts of Speech. 

After such preliminary explanations, I introduce a strict mode of defining the Parts of Speech adopted. I also 
exemplify the leading subdivisions or classes of each. Moreover, I bring forward at once the equivalent phrases, which, in the 
case of the Adverb in particular, are used more frequently than single words. On this method, the Grammatical parsing of a 
sentence directs attention forcibly to the meaning. 

“Inflection is treated, if not with fulness, at least with exactness. The Analysis of Sentences, although in a 
great measure anticipated by the extended view taken of the Parts of Speech, is explained and exemplified. The proper processes 
ot Syntax— Concord, Government, and Order of Words—are succinctly stated ; and examples given the more usual errors. *
